This forecast had two promises: 
First— That T aft next to Wilson 
has been the most consistent sup­ 
porter of the league of nations, thus 
giving his suggestion great weight 
among administration leaders. 
Second— The increasing belief th at 
the president is gradually approach­ 
ing a mood for acceptance of ex­ 
planations or interpretations so as 
not to endanger ratification of tho 
treaty.
